entitled to reinstatement and a trebling of all back wages and
penalties;

Subpoena powers;
Authority to recover costs from employers to reimburse the

County for costs associated with processing wage theft claims
that are adjudicated in favor of the employee; and
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Partnerships with enforcement authorities; and

2. Direct the Chief Executive Officer to designate the Department of
Consumer and Business Affairs (DCBA) as the entity responsible
for enforcement of the Minimum Wage Ordinance; immediately
begin implementation of the Wage Enforcement Program (WEP) as
proposed in the Chief Executive Officer’s report dated November
10, 2015; and identify existing funds within the budget to be
allocated to support FY 2015-16 program staffing of five (5)
positions estimated at $408,000, and direct the Chief Executive

2. Indicate its intent to approve Project Number R2015-02310-(3) to
regulate vineyards in the Santa Monica Mountains North Area
Community Standards District; and

3. Instruct the Interim County Counsel to prepare the final ordinance
with the following modifications:

(a) Apply the development standards delineated in section
22.44.133.D.8.b to all vineyards regardless of size, including
vineyards that have less than 4,356 sq ft of land area, with
existing vineyards to have 5 years to come into compliance;
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(b) Prohibit the planting of vineyards, regardless of size, on any
terrain with a slope ratio greater than 3:1 (33% slope);

(c) Increase the required set-back from sensitive habitat in section
22.44.133.D.8.c.xi by an additional 100 ft; and

(d) Require all vineyard fencing to be wildlife permeable; fencing
that is non-wildlife permeable may surround the immediate
building site area of structures and extend no further than the
outer extent of Fuel Modification Zone A, solely for safety
purposes and shall be no more than six ft in height.

After discussion, on motion of Supervisor Kuehl, seconded by
Supervisor Ridley-Thomas, the Board closed the public hearing,
approved the item as amended and approved the recommendation of the
Regional Planning Commission to amend Title 22 of the Los Angeles
County Code related to permit requirements and development standards
for vineyards within the Santa Monica Mountains North Area Community
Standards District, as reflected in the draft ordinance.
